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EDUCATIOTf 

Tallahassee* Florida, November 22, 1935* 
To the Bishop and Members of the Florida Conference* 

We your Committee on Education beg leave to submit this as our 
report. 

From the days of civilization on the Nile River unto this present 
time, some men have seen the advantages of an education* Moses was 
learned in the arts and sciences of EgjTt. Somehow Job was able to 
give us in sublime poetical style the mystery of human suffering* Con¬ 
fucius saw the need of teaching his people the great truth of moral 
law. Mohammed has built up by his teaching a faith that has startled 
the world. 

It is needless for me to tell you of the Greek culture, the Roman law, 
the French arts and the English literature. The spirit of education 
has taken the wings of the morning and wafted itself across the surg¬ 
ing waters of the Atlantic to the cold bleak shores of New England. 
Today from Massachusetts to California the cry is Education—^the cry 
not only heard in America but around the world. 

The church has heard the echo and has modified them by saying, 
‘‘Christian education.” 

What is an Education? MVhy make so much ado over a subjecii 
more than forty centuries old? Mr. Webster says education is the cul¬ 
tivation and training of the mind, the acquisition of importation of 
knowledge; it is the complete result of mental training along certain 
lines. One has said that education prepares one for life service, and 
others have said education Is training the mind to obey the will. I 
would say that education fits one so that he may adjust himself to the 
conditions about him. 

What is Christian education? It is the harmonious development of 
physical, moral and spiritual natures of man. He recogndzes Christ 
as his great Teacher, and God as his soul’s dependence. A person who 
has a Christian education is an asset and not a liability on the com¬ 
munity. We have men and 'women, boys and girls, with trained hands 
and mdnds in our jails, reform schools and penitentiaries. They have 
an education but not a Christian education. One has said that there 
are 250,000 young people of college age in college and 280,000 of col¬ 
lege age in jail. Thus these criminals have become a liability to their 
community and commonwealth. 

We should teach our boys and girls to seek first the kingdom of God 
and his righteousness and all other things shall be added unto them. 
Men like the immortal Lincoln, the missionary David Li'vingston, and 
the late philanthropic Wanamaker are true examples of men who put 
God first and became assets instead of liabilities to their communities 
and countries. Men like our sainted Bishop Allen, Bishop Payne and 
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other men of our church and race, have given God first place and 
thereby rendered untold service to all the people of the country. No 
man who is not a Christian should be a leader of his people. Abraham, 
Moses, ^aul, David, Solomon, Constantine, Martin Luther, John Wesley, 
and Richard Allen were first called of God before they became great 
leaders of thedr people. 

Today fighting the great problems that confront our race, we must 
have men at the head whose hearts have been touched by the living 
spirit of God. The A. M. E. Church believes in Christian leadership. 
The school teacher, the doctor, the lawyer, the mayors of our cities, 
the governors of our states, the members of legislatures, the members 
of Congress, the President of the United States, and the judges on the 
bench should be men who have felt the touch of divine power. 

We want our boys and girls to get acquainted with Socrates, Plato, 
Demosthenes, Homer, Virgil, Tennyson, Milton, and Shakespeare, but 
first of all we want them to get acquainted with God. 

The great Mecca for education in the A. M. E. Church is Wilberforce 
University. The A. M. E. Church has always taken high ground on the 
subject of education. We have Kittrell College at Kittrell, N. C., Allen 
University at Columbia, S. C., Morris Brown University at Altanta, Ga., 
our own dear old Edward Waters College at Jacksonville, Fla., Paul 
Quinn College in Waco, Texas, Shorter College at Little Rook, Ark., 
and others.
